Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has cancelled all the rejected claims leaving only claims 4 to 7 which 
the Examiner had earlier indicated as being allowable. 

The prior art discloses individually the employment of borazine polymers, 
siloxane polymers, and siloxane polymers containing borazine residues as candidates 
for dielectric films in microelectronic devices but there is no suggestion anywhere of 
making a stacked film featuring a layer derived from a borazine compound overlaid on a 
film comprising a polysiloxane resin. Accordingly, claims 4-7 are still deemed allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
